FINAL  JURISDICTION 

The  appeals  committee  has  been 
in  existence  since  September,  when 
the  Honor  Code  was  superseded  by 
the  Administrative  Code  of 
Student  Conduct.  Its  purpose  is  to 
act  as  the  committee  of  final 
jurisdiction  in  all  disciplinary  cases. 

Richards  clarified  again  the 
procedure  used  in  appeals.  “After  a 
student  has  been  charged  with 
violating  the  Code  of  Conduct,  he 
is  called  to  the  office  of  Student 
Special  Services  for  a conference.” 

“At  the  conference,”  the  student 
executive  continued.  “He  may  be 
accompanied,  if  he  desires,  by  an 
ecclesiastical  officer.” 

MAY  APPEAL 

“From  the  conference  will  come 
a decision,  of  which  the  student 
will  be  notified,”  he  went  on.  “If 
he  wishes  to  appeal  the  decision  he 
has  five  days  in  which  to  file  a 
written  appeal  with  the  office  of 
the  Assistant  Dean  of  Students.” 

“The  appeal  will  be  heard  by  the 
six  member  committee,  which  now 
consists  of  Student  Activities 
Adviser,  Mrs.  Klea  Worsley;  Reed 
Payne,  of  the  Psychology  Dept.; 
Wilford  Smith,  of  the  Sociology 
Dept.;  Delyle  Barton,  of  the 
University  Housing  Office  and 
Brian  Zemp,  chairman  of  the 
Student  Honor  Council,”  Richards 
stated. 

“Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  committee  and  the  importance 
of  filling  the  vacancy,  I would  ask 
all  interested  students  to  apply  at 
my  office,  438  Wilkinson  Center, 
during  this  week,”  he  concluded.

Diplomats  Look  To  Tot 
For  Talks  Developmeat 


PARIS  (AP)  — Diplomatic 
sources  speculated  Sunday  that  the 
next  two  sessions  of  the  Vietnam 
peace  talks  can  have  special 
meaning  for  long-term  chances  of 
success. 


Two  ferocious  denizens  of  the 
“above  campus”  world  have  agreed 
to  meet  each  other  in  an 
arm-wrestling  summit  meeting 
today  at  noon  in  the  Reception 
Area  of  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

The  event  pitches  undefeated 
Steven  R.  Covey  (“Lats”),  assistant 
to  the  president  for  university 
relations,  against  equally 
undefeated  George  W,  Pace 
(“Sexy”),  of  the  Department  of 
Undergraduate  Religion. 

The  undisputed, 
all-brawn-no-brain  battlers  may 
never  have  met  had  Dr.  Terry 
Warner,  assistant  professor  of 
philosophy,  not  broken  his  elbow 
in  a grudge  match  against  “Sexy” 
Pace  not  long  ago. 

In  time-honored  feuding 
tradition,  “Lats”  Covey  slung  his 
gauntlet  into  the  combatants 
circle. 

Is  this  “a  war  and  rumor  of  war” 
about  which  we’ve  been  warned? 


Nobody  familiar  with  the 
over-all  situation  expects  success  of 
any  kind  within  the  near  future. 
But  they  point  out  that  the 
four-way  peace  talks  session 
Thursday  comes  within  the  period 
of  Tet,  the  lunar  new  year,  and  the 
session  the  following  Thursday 
comes  on  the  eve  of  President 
Nixon’s  arrival  in  Paris  on  his 
European  tour. 


Tet  in  Vietnam,  is  a time  for 
omens  and  portents  and  this  year  it 
is  a time  for  jittery  watchful 
waiting  on  the  part  of  the 
Americans  and  South  Vietnamese 
for  indications  of  the  other  side’s 
intentions.  Last  year,  Tet  brought  a 
violent  Communist  offensive  in 
South  Vietnam  which  dealt  a 
severe  blow  to  the  allied  cause. 


The  nervous  waiting  in  Saigon 
this  year  centers  about  the 
intentions  of  the  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet 


Cong-whether  they  will  try  to 
mount  an  offensive  operation 
comparable  to  last  year’s.  U.S. 
intelligence  sources  say  they  are 
not  in  a position  to  do  this  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  possible 
that  they  will  mount  another  kind 
of  offensive,  keyed  to  President 
Nixon’s  Paris  trip,  during  which  the 
American  chief  executive  will  have 
an  opportunity  for  an  examination 
of  the  talks  situation  with 
Ambassador  Henry  Cabot  Lodge 
and  his  delegation. 

For  several  days  there  has  been 
speculation  that  Hanoi  and  the 
National  Liberation  Front  would 
try  to  use  the  period  immediately 
preceding  and  following  the 
presidential  visit  for  a 
diplomatic-political  drive  intended 
to  increase  pressure  on  the  United 
States  to  make  significant 
concessions  here. 

This  speculation  was  aroused  by 
reports  from  Saigon  centered 
about  the  idea  that  France’s 
President  Charles  de  Gaulle  would 
try  gently  to  persuade  the 
American  president  to  adopt  a 
policy  which  might  lead  more 
quickly  to  a solution  of  the  war.

Restrictions 

Changing  Times  claims  times 
aren’t  changing  as  much  as  we 
think,  and  beards  and  miniskirts 
are  not  “in”  at  more  places  than 
BYU. 

A recent  survey  by  the 
Administrative  Management 
Society  among  members  (372 
responding)  indicated  restrictions 
for  office  dress  as  follows: 

Colored,  textured  or  fishnet  hose 
are  allowed  by  66  per  cent,  not 
allowed  by  34  per  cent;  boots 
allowed  by  25  per  cent,  not 
allowed  by  75  per  cent;  beards  are 
not  allowed  by  74  per  cent  and 
permitted  by  26  per  cent; 
moustaches  accepted  by  73  per 
cent  and  not  acceptable  by  27  per 
cent;  miniskirts  allowed  by  52  per 
cent  but  not  by  48  per  cent; 
sideburns,  46  percent  yes,  54  per 
cent  no;  long  hair  (beatle  type), 
only  5 per  cent  allow  the  style,  95 
will  not  permit  it;  turtleneck  shirts 
instead  of  the  conventional  shirt 
and  tie,  accepted  by  23  percent  but 
not  permitted  by  77  per  cent.

government  has  assumed.  It 
balances  and  fills  in  the  areas 
where  the  ASBYU  has  not  gone. 

Consider,  for  example,  the 
activities  sponsored  by  class 
government:  the  highly  successful 
American  Week  of  last  year’s 
sophomore  class  or  the 
Afro-American  Week  planned  by 
them  for  this  year,  the  junior 
class’  Life  Opportunities  Week, 
the  Junior  Prom,  Armed  Forces 
Week,  seminars,  married  students’ 
night,  activities  in  homecoming, 
the  mud  bowl.

The  expanse  of  the  microfilming  efforts  of  the  church  is  best  recognije 
when  one  considers  the  Church  is  currently  operating  over  7 
microfilming  imits  in  16  countries. 

The  aim  of  the  microfilmers  is  to  provide  copies  of  all  records  fori 
people  for  all  times  without  duplication.  This  statement  seems  to  I 
rather  all-encompassing.  The  problems  associated  with  this  prfljfc;: 
concern  the  duplication  of  people  in  many  records  in  different  placed

Film  is  processed  in  the  vault  on  automatic  machines  capable  | \ 
processing  over  80,000  feet  of  film  per  day.  80,000  feet  is  equiva^gt 
about  12  full-length  movies.  The  load  of  the  Church  microSli 
department  requires  three  machines  to  service  the  film  records. 

Following  the  processing,  negatives  are  sorted,  catalogued  and  ai 
in  a logical  order.  The  vault  of  the  Church  will  be  one  of  the  attractions! 
the  World  Conference  on  Records  and  Onealogical  Convention^  P 
seminar  to  be  held  the  first  week  in  August.  I’m  gald  the  conference  isi 
record  keepers.  I have  problems  with  these  long  titles. 


The  Church  is  now  moving  to  correct  one  of  the  problems  long  plsfi 
the  chapels  and  buildings.  It  is  a simple  thing  to  say  but  the  proMi ' 
maintenance,  is  as  large  as  it  is  real.  In  the  past  the  upkeep  of  buildingm 
allowed  to  languish  and  fester  until  a large  repair  was  necessary.

Neither  the  public  nor  private 
views  of  American  officials  rule  out 
the  possibility  of  this  country 
starting  a troop  pullback  when 
conditions  are  right  in  South 
Vietnam  and  conditions  are  put  in 
terms  of  Vietnamese  political 
stability  as  well  as  military 
effectiveness.

HONG  KONG  WORRIED 

Hong  Kong  yachtsmen  said  they 
were  worried  about  a possibility 
the  captives  might  be  accused  of 
espionage  because  all  three  vessels 
carried  electronic  navigational  aids, 
depth  sounders  and  radios. 

Yacht  club  officials  said  the 
Morasum,  Reverie  and 
Uin-Na-Mara  were  among  six 
yachts  that  left  Hong  Kong 
Saturday  for  a holiday  cruise  to 
Macao  in  observance  of  the  Asian 
Lunar  new  year. 

The  six  were  reported  to  have 
anchored  off  an  island  midway 
between  Hong  Kong  and  Macao 
Saturday  night  and  set  sail  again 
Sunday  for  Macao. 

They  became  separated, 
however,  and  a vessel  outside  the 
group  picked  up  the  Morasum’s 
distress  message  shortly  after  noon. 
This  report  of  a boarding  operation 
was  relayed  to  marine  department 
officials  Sunday  night. 

The  three  other  yachts— Nordica, 
Tolo  and  Koala— were  reported  to 
have  reached  Macao  safely.

Bill  Forrest  would. 

The  tiny  native  of  Aberdeen, 
Scotland,  all  130  pounds  of  him, 
has  been  the  key  to  BYU  soccer 
fortunes  for  the  past  five  years. 

Bill  was  converted  to  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
in  1958  while  he  was  working  his 
way  up  through  the  Scottish  junior 
soccer  leagues.  By  1962,  he  was 
playing  for  a top  semi-pro  team. 

He  was  offered  a tryout  with

BYU’s  freshman  basketball  team 
ended  its  season  at  home  with  two 
impressive  victories  last  week. 
Coach  Gary  Earnest’s  Kittens  used 
a well-balanced  scoring  attack  to 
defeat  College  of  Eastern  Utah  on 
Thursday  and  Ricks  College 
Saturday  night. 

Thursday’s  encounter  was 
dominated  by  the  five  Kitten 
starters  whose  run  and  shoot 
tactics  resulted  in  a 102-80  win. 
Guard  George  Wilson  played  a fine 
floor  game  and  led  all  scorers  with 
27  points. 

Phil  Tollestrup  followed  with  25 
and  Gary  Radunich,  Mike  Atwood, 
and  Clyde  Baker  also  contributed 
double  figure  point  totals. 

Saturday’s  game  against  Ricks 
College,  which  closed  out  the  year 
for  the  Kittens  in  the  Fieidhouse, 
again  demonstrated  the  offensive 
prowess  of  the  frosh  squad.  The 
Kittens  toppled  the  century  mark 
for  the  fifth  time  this  season  as  the 
final  score  was  107-83. 

Ricks  was  able  to  score 
consistently  against  BYU,  but  the 
fire  power  of  the  Kittens  was  too 
great  with  the  first-string  five 
hitting  very  well  from  the  field  and 
the  foul  line. 

Baker  had  his  best  performance 
coming  up  with  a game  high  of  25 
points.  Tollestrup  hit  for  22, 
Radunich  had  1 6,  and  Atwood  and 
Wilson  both  scored  15. 

The  Kitten  record  now  stands  at 
1 1 wins  and  6 losses  with  one  game 
remaining  which  will  be  played 
against  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  this 
weekend.  The  Kittens  must 
continue  their  improved  play  in 
order  to  win  as  they  barely  slipped 
past  the  Ute  frosh  111-104  in 
Provo. 


was  anxious  to  win  a spot  with  the 
club.  But  shortly  before  the  date  of 
his  trial,  he  received  a mission  call.

“We’ve  had  better  individual 
players  in  the  past  than  we  have  on 
this  year’s  squad,  but  this  team 
works  together  better,”  he  said. 
“This  BYU  team  could  play  in  the 
top  junior  league  in  Scotland,  the 
league  below  the  pros.” 

In  tougher  European  leagues.  Bill 
would  be  an  outside  forward 
because  of  his  stature.  But  at  BYU 
he  plays  inside  to  better  utilize  his 
experience  and  ball  control.  The 
experience  mentioned  includes 
playing  against  Denis  Law,  now  a 
world-class  player,  while  they  were 
in  school  together.

Such  declarations  just  do  not 
hold  up  when  looked  at  in  the  light 
of  the  overall  statistics. 

In  five  home  games  against 
conference  teams,  officials  have

At  first  glance  this  may  seem  to 
be  a homer  job,  until  we  look  at  the 
game  situations.

With  officiating  ruled  out,  what 
does  make  the  home  court  such  a 
potent  weapon?  No  one  reason  is 
found,  but  a number  of  them 
combined  may  spell  out  the 
answer.

The  background 
behind  the  basket  varies 
tremendously  from  floor  to  floor. 

Fans  too  make  a difference.  Fans 
often  push  players  to  extra  effort 
and  in  a conference  where  the 
teams  are  so  even,  this  is  often  the 
winning  margin. 

Face  it,  officials  do  a good  job  in 
most  cases  and  put  up  with  a lot  of 
abuse  where  they  should  be  getting 
bouquets  instead.

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Islam

The  purpose  of  man’s  existence 
is  to  develop  and  harmoniously 
coordinate  all  the  talents  Allah  has 
bestowed  upon  him. 

This  is  precisely  the  goal  of 
Islamic  principles  and  practices. 
Fasting  is  one  of  the  five  basic 
tenets  of  the  Islam  religion.  There 
is  a tradition  of  the  prophet  stating 
that:  “Islam  is  raised  on  five  pillars; 
the  witness  that  there  is  no  God  but 
Allah;  the  witness  that  Muhammad 
is  His  servant  and  His  messenger; 
offering  prayers;  giving  alms; 
fasting  and  performing  the 
Pilgrimage.” 

Fasting  is  therefore  a form  of 
worship  in  Islam,  and  as  such,  it  is 
exclusively  for  Allah. 

DAWN  TO  SUNSET 

During  the  period  of  fasting  from 
dawn  (about  2 hours  and  15 
minutes  before  sunrise)  until 
sunset,  one  must  abstain  from 
food,  drink  and  sexual  intercourse. 
The  fast  is  also  broken  by  smoking, 
chewing,  or  swallowing  anything  or 
taking  medicine.  Children  should 
be  trained  in  fasting  at  an  early  age. 
Generally  at  the  age  of  twelve  the 
child  begins  to  fast  for  only  one 
day  in  the  first  instance,  increasing 
the  number  gradually  in  the  years 
to  come  so  that  the  child  gets 
accustomed  to  bear  the  strain  of 
the  fast  for  an  entire  month. 

Fasting  during  Ramadan,  the 
ninth  month  of  the  Muslim  lunar 
year,  is  mandatory  for  each  adult. 
If  a person  breaks  his  fast  during 
the  day  without  any  valid  reason, 
he  is  required  to  fast  for  two 
successive  months.  In  the  case  of 
the  weak  and  the  aged,  this  penalty 
is  replaced  by  feeding  of  sixty  poor 
people  for  two  meals. 

FASTING  BENEFITS 

One  of  the  numerous  moral  and 
spiritual  benefits  of  fasting  is  that  it 
develops  self-discipline  in  a person. 
Fasting  regulates  desires  of  the 
lower  self  and  trains  the  moral  self 
to  control  them. 

Self-restraint  and  piety  are 
among  the  gifts  of  fasting.  It 
teaches  man  to  refrain  from  acts 
which  may  displease  Allah,  and  to 
develop  a sense  of  responsibility 
toward  his  fellow  men.  When 
fasting,  man  comes  to  appreciate 
the  clemency  and  grace  of  his  Lord, 
and  he  learns  to  realize  the  need  of 
the  poor  and  the  miserable. 

NOBLEST  CHARACTER 

A Muslim  society,  built  on 
Islamic  principles,  represents  the 
most  sound  social  structure 
imaginable.  Its  members,  trained 
by  such  disciplines  as  fasting, 
represent  the  noblest  character 
humanly  possible.  This  is  the  ideal 
a Muslim  should  aspire  for.  By 
fasting  he  is  taking  a giant  step 
toward  this  goal.  He  learns  to  be 
honest,  sincere  and  truthful  and 
develops  a deep  concern  for  his 
fellow  men,  irrespective  of  their 
creed  or  cult.  By  fasting,  the  rich 
learn  to  appreciate  the  afflictions 
of  the  poor,  and  joyfully  share 
their  good  fortune  with  them. 

Fasting  helps  to  build  character 
in  yet  another  way.  A man  who  is 
fasting  must  give  up  bad  habits, 
such  as  smoking  and  chewing 
tobacco  for  a whole  month.  This 
tends  to  overcome  any  addictions  a 
person  may  have. 

Finally,  fasting  is  a protection 
against  evils  such  as  adultery, 
especially  among  the  young 
people.
